43 years. 
T he average tem perature for th e 
m onth w as 40.6, or 8.4 degrees above 
th e average for December. 
Short On Rainfall 
Tile year w as beth w arm and dry. 
Adding up the excess heat noted 
for nine of the m onths and su b trac t­ 
ing the am ount below norm al for 
tile th ree coal m onths loaves an 
excess of 35.7 degrees for the year. 
R ainfall was deficient w ith th e 
year ending w ith a shortage of 4.98 
inches of precipitation 
com pared 
w ith norm al. In only four m onths, 
Septem ber, August, Ju n e and May, 
w as there m ore rain fall th a n th e 
average. O th er m onths fell below 
norm al w ith Decem ber alone show ­ 
ing a deficit of 1.05 inches. 
W hile th e W eather was w arm er 
th a n norm al for 
the 
year as 
a 
whole the year did not display any 
of th e usual terrific h e a t ordinarily 
displayed 
during 
th e 
sum m er 
m onths. Only four days 
showed 
tem peratures of above

The only three m onths th a t fell 
below' norm al in w arm th were, June, 
July an d August. 
Most Snow Iii February 
High winds blasted th e com m un­ 
ity on ll days and som ething over 
14 Inches of snow fell d uring the 
year. Last Ja n u ary h ad one inch of 
snow an d

February 
cam e 
through w ith 13 inches, seven of 
w hich fell on one day, F ebruary 20.

t VI’ I tireign News Analyst! 
To million* of Japanese who still 
believe in the old ways this Is the 
year of tho boar, symbol of turbu­ 
lence and undullness. The ancient 
tradition, which grouped the years 
In cycles of 12 and assigned to each 
an animal of the oriental Zodiac. 
Wiis that the character of the new 
year was likely to resemble that of 
Its symbol. Nineteen forty-six was 
the year of the dog, faithful and do­ 
cile. Believers therefore will expect 
of 1947 something different from the 
comparative tranquility of Japan's 
first full year of jieace under Aincr- 
lcan occupation and tutelage. 
In his New Year message to the 
75.000,000 Japanese over whom he 
exercises Hie conquerors’ authority, 
General M acArthur said the n a ­ 
tion' progress In 1947 would deter- 
mini "whether can be brought *o 
til those great reforms now 
charted.” 
i im prayer," the allied corn­ 
et r concluded, “indeed, my firm 
ipation, 
th a t 
the 
Japanese 
people will understand and grasp 
this opportunity and rise resolutely 
to meet Its challenge. Therein lies 
Japan's salvation x x x and therein

the hope of all the peoples of 
the ioM for a lxMter civilization.” 
Course Charted 
Decisions already taken roughly 
chart Japan's course In 1947. The 
new constitution conies into effect 
Ma;* 3. A drastic program of agra­ 
rian change, giving land to tenant 
farmers, is to move toward comple­ 
tion. Labor reforms will place new 
power in the hands of the industrial 
masses. The constitution, while re­ 
taining the emperor, stipulate" that 
he reign.1 bv the will of the people 
and not of “heaven.” ll provides 
for a dem ocratic parliament. 
And, 
n*o‘t revolutionary experiment of all. 
not merely for the Japanese but for 
all people*. iv renounces war and tile 
po es.sion of armed forces.

of form, on the surface The masse-

sion. But the loosing of old bond- 
will permit new ferments to work 
in the next year. Labor alone, with 
more than 4,000.000 worker 
ized in unions, will be flexing JU

muscles, 
The 
peasantry, 
rescued from 
the 
quail-serfdom 
imposed by the land tenancy laws 
and customs, is bound to acquire po­ 
litical consciousness and reject much 
of the old social fabric. The ability 
of such relatively conservative po­ 
litical elements as those represented 
In Premier Yoshicia's government to 
keep these new currents under con­ 
trol will be severely tested
